R. Sifton did not take long to make his pre- 

M liminary announcement respecting the 

railway policy which the Speech from the 

Throne and the government pres have been fore- 

casting, The. programme outlined is a most com- 

prehensive one and if carried through will effect a 
complete economic revolution in Alberta. 

In his speech on Tuesday the premier did not 
undertake to explain the means by which he pro- 
posed to secure the construction of the lines which 
he mentioned. This will come later. In the mean- 
while there is nothing but gratification to express 
over the prospect of securing the opening up of 
vast new areas of great potentialities. 

-. The northern and ynsettled portion of the pro- 
vince js given. first attention. _There is to be a line 
and another 
from Athabasca Landing to Peace River Crossing. 
These are both well justified, though it has been 
assumed that the extension from Edmonton would 
serve both these points in the Peace River country. 

A line from- Athabasca Landing to Fort McMur- 
tay will place the Mackenzie Waterway in touch 
with thecoulside world. In view of: the controversy 
that has arisen over the attempt of the. Rutherford 


government to accomplish this object, this is the . 


most important and significant part of the Sifton 
proposals, 


The country to the northeast of Edmonton is to . 


be served by a line running in that direction to 
Cold Lake, which lies on the, eastern boundary of 
the province and about one hundred miles north f 


‘ the latitude of Edmonton. 


‘|e The other outstanding feature of the program- 
hie is that by which the north and south of the 


province will be joined by two’ lines, one. running 
along the eastern and the other close to the west- 
“ern boundary. The first leaves the C.N.R. ‘af Bru- 


derheim, which is at the apex of the angle which 
the main line of that railway makes,” thirty miles 
of Edmonton. It-then extends north of the exist- 
ing railway to a point about in the line of Vermil- 


i fon, from which it turns south and continues to the 


American border. 


The other north and south road goes south- 
west from Strathcona and runs south an average of 
three townships west of the C. and E., terminating 
near Pincher Creek. ‘This will serve the foothill 
country. 


cona and Camrose Is to be continued-to the eastern 
border of the province where it will meet a line 
from Regina. Another branch runs from a point 
on the Stettler-Brazeau line, now under construc- 
tion, about eighteen miles east of the C. and E., 
and joins the Goose Lake line to Calgary, at or 
near the settlement of Swallowvale. 

No one will deny the comprehensiveness. of 
these plans. When brought to completion, they 
will, provided the programme introduced by the 
Rutherford government three years ago this com- 
ing spring is also carried out in its entirety, change 
the whole map of Alberta. 

It will become one of the richest and most pop- 
ulous provinces in the Dominion. It possesses a 
variety of resources, such as no other member of 
Confederation can lay claim to. This has been 
proven to a certainty and the whole history of de- 
velopment goes to show: that once railway com- 
munication is-opened up a country will be found, 
to‘contain wealth far beyond what has beensdem- 
onstrated when it was still in a virgin state. 

This is. only natural. The prospectors and the 
experimenter do not have a proper chance when it 
ts necessary to travel scores and. hundreds of miles 
‘frem the scene of their operations to the nearest 
railway. When the C.P.R. was projected, who was 

optimistic enough to believe that Western Canada 
would reveal one tenth of the possibilities that it 
wae later shown to have? 

The argument that was used against the plans 
of the late government for opening up the north 
country, that rallways should wait upon population 
has its folly shown by the plain teaching of the his- 
tory of every new land. The Saturday News has 
from the first striven to show that this was the case 
and while it regrets that there has been so long a 
delay on the part of those in authority in recogniz- 
ing the need of a forward policy along these lines, 
it is a matter of-no small satisfcation to learn that 
‘ there fs every, prospect at last of getting something 
done. 

Alberta has a magnificent opportunity but it 
cannot afford to be a laggard in tans advantage 
of this.

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a Boer Farm 
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A MONTH ON A BOER FARM. 
—-O 

An American woman travelling in South Africa 
was detained by floods and compelled to spend a 
month on a Boer farm. The first night, she writes 
in Health Cylture, was interesting and novel. All 
sorts of strange noises ‘‘populated” the air, and 
what she and her husband took for a tame lion 
was “merely the roaring of the ostriches under our 
window.” But “simple life’ on a Boer farm soon 
became very simple indeed, and all Boers were 
pronounced boors. She tells us: 

The farmer and his family lived chiefly on sour 
bread and sour-skimmed milk. I was, therefore, 
hungry most of the time and the ripe figs hanging 
in clusters were pretty alluring. After pushing back 
the skin of the fig and enjoying the soft fruit with 
its tropical taste, | had a refreshing night’s steep, 
only to awaken in the morning pretty well scared, 
for my tongue was so swollen and black that | 
could not talk. 

The Boer wife laughed and enjoyed my discom- 
fifure and explained that the skin of the fig had 
numerous fine thorns and I had not been careful to 
remove it when eating. 

When I told the farmer’s wife that I liked but- 
termilk in quantity, I noticed that I had a cupful or 
so given me, but she threw it by the pailful to ine 
pigs. They were of far more consequence to her 
than I, for they would stay longer with her, and 
were her familiars. I was not. 

Then, again, when I was hungry for butter on 
my bread, a white clammy substance made from 
“sheeptail fat” was handed to me, and | could not 
allow the farmer’s wife to see me quiver. She sold 
her butter in the village close by, at seventy-five 
cenis a pozind, more or less. Sour bread and green 
strawberries (plenty of them) were considered 
good enough. 

This Boer family was one of the wealthiest of 
their kind. There was not a ripple of fun or ez- 


uberant life in anything but the. live stock. Con- 
versation was a dead language—unknown., 

The women are mute beings, accepting their 
destiny with a deep stillness. The wife gives of 
her strength to the limit, and dies after giving birth 
to a dozen or more children, to make way for wife 
number two, who gives another dozen children to 
Wer country, Her adobe house, with its dirt floor 
made of anthill clay mixed with beef gall, is a 
chamber of horror to an American traveler. 

The farmer depends upon his ten or eighteen 
children, of all sizes, to help him. A Katlir as an 
employee is undependable as the wind that blows. 
Yet the Kaffir is the hired man in the mines and 
elsewhere in South Africa. The while man as a 
day laborer is a general failure. He can not be 
worked in droves like the Katlir from the interior, 
whose language, in clicks and vowel sounds, is 
hardly human. 

The Boer is not long-lived. One seldom met 
an aged Boer of the old stock. Oom Waal Kruger, 
who was seventy-five years old when he died, was 
an exception. Hatred towards the Uitlander and 
the lust for gold and power was what kept the fires 
of life burning at white heat within him. 

To stem the elements alone in Africa takes the 
stoutest heart. Fevers assail the discouraged and 
underfed home boy. The easily forded streams be- 
come rivers, like swirling Niagaras, in a few hours, 
and terrific thunderstorms paalyze one sensitive to 
electricity influences. 

There is no pretty, little, far-off streak in the 
sky which the amateur photographer can catch on 
his film, but the air is charged with electricity so 
appalling in its violet-hued and deep orange earth- 
bound clouds that one has to come to a compltee 
standstill, whether walking or riding in the open 
veldt, so as nol to attract the ribbonlike lightning 
playing around him and venting its fury on any 
moving object.

United States. The Corinthians are a club that 
owes allegiance to. the Amateur Football Associa- 
tion.

The crack club 
there is the Hillhurst team. Naturally their mem- 
bers would form the majority of the home team. 
But would they play? There was consternation in 
the camp. And for this reason. The Hillhurst team 
were arranging a tour in England under the aus- 
pices of the Football Association, and Mr. F. A.

TRAVELLERS DECIDE 
AGAINST TIPS 


The tipping svstem has had 
war declared against it by the Na- 
tional League of Commercial 
Travellers of the United States. 

The five hundred thousand 
members of the League, it is an- 
nounced, will give tips no more, 
and will encourage the patronage 
of places where tips are forbid- 
den. 

As these men are constantly 
travelling, as they are generous 
patrons of hotels, restaurants and 
Pullmans, their conversion to the 
no-tipping system is, in itself, a 
fair beginning towards the aboli- 
tion of this evil. 

The League’ furnishes a few 
convicting figures as to the big 
part tipping plays on this contin- 
ent. 

Over a quarter of a million 
dollars passes daily in the United 
States in hotel and Pullman tips. 

In one New York hotel a con- 
tractor pays the hotel manage- 


ment. over ten thousand dollars ~, 
annually for the privilege of pro- 


viding men to receive the guests’ 
hats, coats, canes, etc., as they 
enter the grills and dining-rooms. 

The tips received pay the sal- 
aries of the help employed by the 


contractor, the ten thousand dol- 


lars rental, and allow sufficient 
margin for a large annual return 
on the investment. 

Sixty to seventy dollars are re- 
ceived in this hotel daily in tips, 
and on rush days the tips go as 
high as two hundred dollars. 

In other New York hotels wait- 
ers pay fiftv sixty and one hun- 
dred dollars to the management 
for the privilege of being allowed 
to work without any wages what- 
ever, for ten hours daily. 

The tips, howevcr, which must 
amount in eacly case close to ten 
dollars daily, make the arrange- 
ment well worth while. 

The tipping evil has grown be- 
yond all proportion and reason, 
and the gage thrown down by the 
Commercial Travellers’ League is 
one of which the majority of tra- 
vellers will heartily approve. 


SCIENCE SAYS ALUM IS UN- 
FIT FOR USE IN FOOD. 


In Great Britain no one is al- 
lowed to sell alim hidden in bak- 
ing-powder, because the English 
law protects the people from this 
injurious acid. 

Canada has not yet enacted a 
law againct the use of alum, andi 
a> alum in baking-powder cannot 
be detected by its appearance, 
many manufacturers are using 
this condemned acid because it is 
a cheap adulterant.

your tongue. Science shows that 
alum reduces the flow of the gas- 
tric juices and weakens their 
power of assimilation, causing in- 
digestion and the ills that follow. 

No housewife should buy a 
baking-powder made by a manu- 
facturer that is afraid to print the 
ingredients plainly on the label of 
each can, and the wording should 
state that thcre is no alum in dis- 
guise inside.

The Old Generation Knocking at the Door 


oA 
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By A Middle-Aged Philosopher. 

The attention of young men is 
earnestly directed to the follow- 
ing facts: The new Lord Mayor 
of London, Alderman Dr. Sir 
Thomas Crosby, is eighty-one 
years of age. At a recent swim- 
ming handicap in the Serpentine, 
the contestants being a number of 
the hardy, hearty fellows who 
take their morning plunge there 
winter and summer, the winner 
was an athlete of seventy-five. 
In Dorchester a new play is be- 
ing rehearsed writen by Mr. 
Thomas Hardy. the great novel- 
ist, who is in his seventy-second 
year. The leader of the new 
movement which is endeavoring 
to “do good” in the Unionist 
Party is Lord Halsbury, who is 
eighty-six. 

These are a few instances of 
something that is going on around 
us, and the young man myst try 
to realize what it is and what it 
means. It is the old generation 
knocking at the door. It means 
the return of the old man trium- 
phant to hi. ancient mastery of 
the world. The young man, 
dreaming in his fool’s paradise, 
must best'r himself or he will 
awaken with a shock to find him- 
self struggling among the debris 
of the flimsy throne upon which 
he has proudly perched since the 
closing years of the last century. 

To me, being of an adaptable 
age, neither exactly young nor 
definitely old, the crestion wheth- 
er youth or age is to possess the 
{twentieth century has only a phil- 
osophic interest. If victory re {s 
with youth, I have only to do a 
few simple» bathroom exercises 
and part my hair in the middle to 
be as young as one may safely be 
without the risk of being consid- 
ered callow. If age is to have the 
sway, then I have only to wait 
patiently for a few years to be 
able to claim my place among the 
victors. But my svmpathies are 
with the voung partly because | 
recognize how severely thev are 
handicapped, and that is why Iam 
s0 earnest in my warning. The 
restless, untiring. vigorous activity 
of the greybeard is the outstand- 
ing phenomenon of the time. A 
brief examination of some of the 
examples I have referred to is 
iNuminating. 


The New Lord Mayor. 


Take the case of the new Lord 
Mayor. The ancient Corporation 
of the City of London, jealous of 
its privileges and traditions, which 
are menaced by the competition 
of newer institutions, realizes the 
necessity of finding a leader of 
fighting strength and fighting 
spirit, Among all the possible 
rhea eat the one upon whom 
the choice unanimously falls for 
his trresistivle enthusiasm and en- 
ergy is Sir Thomas Crosby, who 
was eighty-one last birthday. In 
the hour of its greatest need the 
corporation turns for help to the 
oldest Lord Mayor ever appointed 
in its history. 

The fiercest of the Unionists, 
maddened by defeat, lusting for 
somebody's slaughter, seek the 
fiercest and strongest among them 
to lead the desperate adventure. 
And he of the doughty blade, the 
flashing eye, the stout limb, the 
dauntless and  wunconquerable, 
whom they acclaim chief ts Lord 
Halsbury, aged fourscore years 
and six, He was seve. years old 
in 1832 when the great Reform 
Bill was passed. Had his lordship 
then developed his octogenarian 
vigor that fateful measure wovld 
probably havea been defeated, and 
what we call democracy strangled 
at its birth, 

It was the sclentific revolution 
of the closing years of the nine- 
teenth century which gave to the 
young man the temporary pre- 
dominance of which he is now in 
danger of heing dispossessed. 
Prior to that, as students of social 
history are awave, the world’s af- 
fairs were controlled by men of 
advanced years. The young man 
had his place in the world, but it 
was a subordinate place. He did 
what his sentfor told him to do, 
but most of the vital work of the! 
world requiring supreme effort 
and skill was done by the grey- 
beard. 


The Man and the Machine. 


Then came the scientific revo- 
lution to cre te new conditions of 
life and thought and activity.

New discoveries in science mater- 
ialized in the wonderful litter 
half of the Victorian era in a 
fruitful crop of new mechanical 
inventions and appliances which 
led ta new methods and processes 
and opportunities. The typewrit- 
er, the telephone, the motor-car 
wreright a wonderful change in 
business conditions. It came with 
such magical suddenness and 
completeness that the older men 
were unable to realize it, much 
less to accept its meaning. ‘Take 
that confounded thing away,” 
shouted old Jobson when he 
heard the click of the first type- 
writer. “I like to talk to a man 
face to face; there shall never be 
ane of those maddening mach- 
ines in my establishment,” de- 
clared old Dobson at the ring of 
the first telephone. “A pair of 
horses will take me as far and as 
quickly as I want to go,” said old 
Hobson when the motor-car 
came. 

Proud in the consciousness of 
their own personal powers the 
fine old boys despised these me- 
chanical devices and left the use 
of them to the young men. The 
resulls were soon pparent. The 
man of superior strength and skill 
of hand and brain was no match 
for the man with) the machine. 
The power-multiplying machine 
with the young man behind it 
swept the field. It would be easy 
hat unnecessary to show—the 
matter is familiar to philosophers 
—how new mechanical inven- 
tions not only revolutionized bus- 
iness and manufacture but had an 
immediate influence in every de- 
partment of human activity. They 
made for the exchange and distri- 
bution of thought as well as of 
commodities. They made new de- 
partures in politics, in literature, 
science, art, the drama, philoso- 
phy, ethics. They set going an 
all-pervading new movement and 
carried the young man at the 
head of it to the dominion of the 
world. In his arrogance he 
thought it was he and not the 
machine that had conquered. His 
loud boasts resounded above the 
universal wheel-clicking of his 
engines. “Get on or get ceit,’”’ he 
yelled as he swept by with his 
internal combustion engine to the 
humiliated pedestrian — oldster. 
“Too old at forty!” his paean of 
victory, came to be regarded as 
the expression of a fundamental 
truth. Professor Osler achieved a 
great scientific reputation by de- 
claring that all the great works 
of the world had been accom- 
plished by men between the ages 
of twenty-five nd forty and that 
Progress would not be impeded if 
1} oo of sixty were extermin- 
ated. 


The Old Man Climbing Back. 


And all this notwith landing, 
here, after the lapse of only a few 
years, we see the old man trium- 
phant climbing back again to his 
ancient seat of power. His defeat 
was only temporary. His superior 
vigor could not be kept under for 
long. He has reasserted himself. 

The processes of world-change 
are not so continuous and unceis- 
ing as the unthinking believe. 
There are well-defined periods of 
rapid and abundant productivity 
in discovery and invention, alter- 
nating with periods of gradyial, al- 
most imperceptible, development. 
It would be easy to show how 
such a brief period of rapid 
change came with the invention 
of the steam engine and was 
marked by the temporary sub- 
jection of the aged. It was fol- 
lowed by the long period of slow 
development, during which the 
old man re-established his mast- 
ery. Our latest scientific revolu- 
tion has been accomplished. The 
period of prolific mechanical ap- 
plication of electric force has 
come to an end. We are come 
again to a period of gradual pro- 
gress under established and stable 
conditions of fife, and the old 
man has caught up with all the 
changes. The young man_ no 
longer has the monopoly of the 
telephone an” the other machines. 
The greybeard has them too, and 
nuts more force behind them. 
Ten years ago the motor-car was 
associated with extreme youth. 
Today you see gay old boys 
swishing along the highways. 
The increasing age of the taxicab- 
driver is one of the most marked

POLYGAMY IN ALBERTA? 

Mrs, Emily F. Merphy (Janey Canuck), says 
empnatically that the talk about wickedness of the 
Alberta Mormons is foolish. The men of Cardston 
and Raymond are much like any other Canadians, 
and criticism of them is not well received. She 
says in the Canada Monthly for December: 

“Now, there be people in Canada who say that 
because we need population in Alberta, we are nol 
overly nice inquirers into the conduct of our im- 
migrants and have a tendency to wink at things 
which older communities would frown upon. It is 
true that in this province, as in all the older Cana- 
dian provinces, we do not ‘care to oil a razor lo 
cut our own; throats, and it is equally true that our 
affairs sometimes go wrong, even as they do in the 
well-ordered <heavens—stars fall and that kind of 
thing—but I stand to it that the man or woman 
wlio dares claim it is oir habit to palliate looseness 
of morals, or licentiousness in any form whatso- 
ever, is either. a deliberate caluminator or the neu- 
rasthenic victim of an over-wrought and excited 
brain. No one in this province, no matter what 
may be his ‘pull,’ acquires a right, prescriptive or 
otherwise, to be iniquitous and go unpunished. 

“The people of this province are not irrelig- 
ious; our mouths are not held by bit or bridle; 
neither are we blind or deaf to the movements of 
the Mormons and, moreover, should the occasion 
arise, we do tiot feel ourselves unequal to the 
thankless byt, after, all, elementary task of taking 
corruption by the throat and choking the life, out 
of it. Yes! | think we can be trusted to manage 
this without any assistance from outside. 

“In his address before the Alberta Legislature 
in 1907, Mr. John Woolf, the Mormon member 
for Cardston, said the rule of his people here was 
the St. James’ version of the Bible, and that they 
did: not permit the practice of polygamy. 

““Was he telling the truth? We believe so, for 
shortly afterwards, the Rev. Mr. Whiteman, the 
Presbyterian pastor at Cardston, said concerning 
the charges made by the Toronto clergy: ‘There 
are no grounds for such charges, and | have no 
reason to believe the Mormons are not loyal.’ In 
that Mr. Whiteman was stationed amon gthem, he 
might be fairly supposed to spéak to the pith of 
the matter. 

“About the same time we find the Rev. Mr. 
Simmons, the, Presbyterian pastor at Lethbridge, 
going down the lists to do knightly duty on behalf 
of this much‘ maligned community. He declares 
that the statements made in Toronto were a reflec. 
tion on the social, civil, political, and even criminal 
justice of this province.”

HE suggestion of the city auditor that the 
street car fares should be raised to over- 
come the deficits which the system has 

been showing will not prove a popular one. 

If this were done, it wepld be anything but a 
help.to the cause of municipal ownership. A com- 
pany would be glad to take over the franchise and 
keep the fares at what they are. Certainly it would 
not be allowed to charge more than we are paying, 
The franchise is so valuable a one that the sys- 


tem can well afford to stand the deficit, if this is 


unavoidable, for a few years, in the certainty that 
the future will much more than make up for pres- 
ent losses. 

But there is reason to believe that the deficit is 
due to causes that can speedily be overcome. The 
existence of long stretches of unoccupied land in the 
city through which the cars must pass to reach areas 
that are thickly settled adds not a little to the dif- 
ficulties of operation. The placing of all the Hud- 
son’s Bay property on the market and the erection 
of buildings on other land that is being held for 
speculation will make a great difference. 

Further than this, there is no doubt that the 
whole system has suffered through the building of 
at least two lines that were not warranted by. pop- 
ulation conditions, while the street railway officials 
allege that the price which they are being charged 
for power is allogether out-of reason, This is not 
hard to believe after all the evidence that citizens 


-have had of the bungling which has gone on at the 


power house for years past. 
* * * * 

HERE was a great deal of wisdom in the re- 
mark made by Clarence Darrow, the counsel 
for the McNamaras, when asked to express 

an opinion regarding the sensational termination of 
the case. The question was put to him as to wheth- 
er he thought the cause of union labor would suffer 


as a result of the confession of the two men. 


“Oh, no,’’ was his reply, ‘dt is just an incident 
in the evolution of things, Because one man does 
wrong does not mean that all the others are 
wrong.” 

Every cause, even the holiest, has had to bear 
the stigma placed upon it by men in its posts of 
authority who brought to their duties methods 
wholly at war with the spirit that makes for human 
progress.. 

In the friction which modern industrial condi- 
tions have brought about between labor and capi- 
tal, there have been public enemies on each side 
and it should be a cause for general rejoicing when 
culprits, in either camp, are brought to justice. 

The unscrupulous capitalist injures society, not 
only by the unfair toll which he takes of the. re- 
sources of the mass of citizens but by the large ele- 
ment of discontent which he creates and.the stimu- 
lus which he gives to movements which unless 
checked must end in social anarchy. 

The man who should most zealously strive to 
put an end to his inroads is he who by honest toil 
and the proper and fair use of the brains which 
God gave him has made a competence for himself. 

On the other hand the labor leader, who abuses 
the confidence of the army of workers who acknow- 
ledge his authority, makes it the harder for them to 
get what is justly their due. The cause of Union- 
ism has been brought to its present position only 
after a century of persistent effort, and it can ill 
afford to lose the ground so hardly won, 

It is.all a case of playing the game as it should 
be played. The man who does not do so injures 
everyone with whom he js associated and they, not 
those who are arrayed opposite to them, should be 
most concerned to have him abide by the rules of 


honor and decency.

The interest which Vancouver 
is taking in the Peace River Coun- 
try is shown by the following 
from the Saturday Sunset: 


“The Peace River country is 
another Manitoba for wheat-pro- 
ducing acreage, or square mileage. 
There is no reason why hard 
wheat cannot be grown there. In 
the future Peace River No. 1 hard 
will become as famous in the 
world’s flour mills as Manitoba 
No. 4. hard. When the Peace 
River is added to the wheat area 
of Canada, the greater part of the 
wheat ought to come south and 
east to Vancouver. Look at the 
map and you will see that a ne 
area of the Peace River is in Brit- 
ish Columbia. The northern part 
of this province will produce other 
things besides wheat. The huge 
extent of country, which we call 
the Northern Interior, will be far 
more productive than most peo- 

le think. The Peace River coun- 
ry is going to be settled very 
quickly. Ina geographical sense, 
thts vast and fertile country be- 
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longs to British Columbia, and in 
a commercial sense to Vancogiver. 
Alberta is planning to steal the 
trade of this new empire of the 
wheat. If Vancouver does not get 
busy at once it will be too late. 
It would be a calamity if Vancou- 
ver lost this rich market. The 
future prosperity of the city, to a 
large extent, depends upon her 
trade with the ‘Land Behind,’ 


Direct railway connection between 
the Southern Coast and the Peace 
River country is the only thing 
that will bring the trade westward 
and keep this great agricultural 
country within the commercial 
radius of Vancouver and the other 
Southern Coast cities. The Pro- 
vincial Government’s laggard in- 
terest in this important matter 
must be spurred, Vancoyiver bus- 
iness men have been actively en- 
gaged for some time in stirring up 
interest in this essential undertak- 
ing. The newspapers could do 
more to att act attention to this 
necessary scheme than they are 
doing. A little reflection will cause 
any man to realize the urgent need 
of this Hinterland railway. It 
would do more to open up the 
huge interior than any other rail- 
way line ever suggested for Brit- 
ish Columbia. The great natural 
resources of a country as big as 
the whole of Germany would be 
developed more quickly than by 
any other road, either ginder con- 
struction or projected. Anyone 
can see this by looking at the map. 
Everyone knows how a railway 
brings In settlers, When once a 
country has so many people to 
the square mile. everything else 
follows. There is a sad wastage 
of good agricultural land in the 
Northern Interior for lack of pop- 
ulation. To see land lying Idle for 
want of people to live on it is a 
sorry spectacle at this late time in 
British Columbia's history.

Already a considerable town 
has sprung up at South Fort 
George and it is here, it is claim- 
ed, that a city will ere long be 
situated. During 19.12 the Grand 
Trunk Pacific will be running its 
trains across the Rockies and 
through South Fort George, and 
it is by this means that the mer- 
chants of Edmonton will reach 
the town mentioned and through 
it the surrounding country, which 
is said to be very rich and which 
is being settled with remarkable 
rapidity. Already representatives 
of Edmonton houses are on the 
ground and .re making hay while 


‘the sun shines, or, it might be cor- 


rectly said, a little before it begins 
to shine. Although it costs some- 
thing like six cents a pound to 
carry freight into South Fort 
George, and while the carrying 
and travelling facilities are of the 
crudest, consisting as yet of noth- 
ing more than automobiles, pack- 
mules and flat-boats, the people 
of the prairie metropolis have 
shown that they are in earnest 
about wishing to be first on the 
ground in this virgin territory. 

In the meantime, the Vancou- 


_ver board of trade and other bod- 


ies of a simil.r nature in the coast 
cities, are agitating for a railroad 
that will enable them to ship dir- 
ect to South Fort George or to 
some point in the immediate vicin- 
ity. While the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific Railway Company announced 
its intention of building .. spur of 
that road from Fort George to 
Vancouver, that project will not 
be commenced until the main line 
to the coast is completed, which 


will mean that a start will not be -

While everyone, regardless of pavty woud be 
delighted to see the plans whicli the premier out- 
lined carried out, the feeling is very general that 
the railway companies with which the government 
deals should be forced to live up to their agreements 
in the way of completing construction within the 
time specified. Their dilatoriness in connestion 
with’ the building programme, provided by the 
Rutherford government, has been a cause of wide- 
spread complaint.

When Mr. Brook- 
field’s appointment was unofficially announced on 
Saturday many refused to believe it, but it was of- 
ficially confirmed last night, and is denounced by 
the advanced section as ‘‘shameful.”” On the other 
hand, the older managers, like Sir Beerbohm Tree, 
George Edward and Arthur Bourchier, applaud the 
appointment.

She played Max Brucl's “Scotch Fantasy’ on 
Sunday at the Symphony concert at the Century 
Theatre with such glorious tone, color, touch and 
feeling, such consummate skill and musical decta- 
mation, as to place it hors de concours. The finish 
was complete; the interpretation was an exhibition 
of marvelous judgment, and the style and char ic- 
ter of the delivery were cloquent. It is really, .c- 
tually, an instance when description is defied. One 
must hear her to understand what the message of 
music signifies when delivered through the violin.

As the hours 
passed the got so tired laughing that they could 
not laugh any more, and when the curtain fell on 
the discussion they found a broken audience rising 
with immense difficulty from its seat and cr wling 
slowly out of the building. 

They always had to make the audience suffer 
and take away its suffering with it. Before it left 
it had had its money's worth. 

He then wrote a play with the discussion at 
the beginning and it was equally successful, and 
then the idea was gradually adopted of allowing 
those discusstons on a sublect of human Interest to 
permeate the whole play. Those must be the plays 
({ the future if the theater was to retain its hold 
op the peopie. In the commercial sense of the 
word, the higher drama did not pay. With ordin- 
ary drama it was possible for a man to make a 
fortune in a single year.

Although I have been in the West these last six 
years, | have never before been in Northern Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta in winter. The twenty-sec- 
ond of November is early, but it is winter all the 
same. The shortest day is only a month off and 
it’s as short lvere as in England. As usual, the tem- 
perature of the train is high, so that you watch the 
passing snow from a philosophical point of view. 

This morning I saw what I have wanted to see 
for many years. “The Great Lone Lat 
late Sir William Butler wrote ings 
his journey across this very courtir en asserts 
itself in my mind when I am on the plains. I do 
not think I have ever crossed the North Saskatche- 
wan River, west of Langham, without seeing Butler 
walking with his dog team on the ice, on the way 
from Edmonton to Fort Garry, a great feat that will 
probably never be performed by any British officer 
in these comfortable times of Pullman cars. 

I haven't thought of Butler at the Battleford 
crossing seventy miles farther up, or at Prince Al- 
bert, seventy miles farther down—perhaps because 
it was here | first saw the iver, and because yer 
get down to the bridge by a long descent of the high, 
ravine-cut banks. Anyway, you see the big river 
with its long wood-covered islands, and in the dryer 
times, its changing sandbars, losing itself in a 
great bend towards the east. It is always easy to 
picture the figures of Buller nd his dogs and his 
Indians, trudging along, and perhaps halting as the 
sunlight began to wane, to make a simple camp 
in a grove.

Doukhobors, But in The Family. 


Just before you come to the water tank whose 
name has been changed from Elbow to Ceepee, 


in the shoulder of the hill. This morning the smoke 
was lazily curling up from their chimneys and up 
the hill two men were bringing a team and sleigh- 
load of firewood. 

The village is beatiful for situation. Miles of 
the river, the opposite hills that are its immediate 
prison are but the base of a quiet slope that rises 
back and back into the horizon. It is indeed a 
place to remember—and always for me, Butler on 
the ice. The Doukhobor never sees Butler. He has 
never heard of him. Why shiculd he? 

To the Doukhobor this Saskatchewan has no 
past, no magic of history, no spell of tradition. 
Leading down to the river are deep buffalo paths, 
that jolt the waggon that crosses them. Here and 
there are groups of buffalo wallows, where the 
great shaggy beasts, with leviathan heads dug up 
the soil within the circumference of their own 
bodies, and left saucer-like dents in the fallow 
ground. That’s the past, as the Doukhobor sees it. 

And the Doukhobor becomes a Canadian citi- 
zen; and so far a pillar of the Empire—speaker of 
the Russian tongue, unlettered exile from Caucasia 
that he is. And his chilldren are the native-born 
inheritors of all that Canada, all that Britain e’er 
gave to the sons of the blood.
